You cannot be infenfible of the Symptoms of the nationa! 
Diftrefs which have lately appeared, and the Difficulties 
our Minifters have been under to raife the neceflary Supplies 
for the current Year, to enable his Majefty to carry on this 
jut and neceflary War, againft our common Enemy, the 


e@mmon Ditturber of Europe and of all Mankind ; or } 


rather to enable our Negociators'to make a Peace with him. 
Our Tax upon Lights looks too much like a Compliment 
to the Powers of Darkne/s, and will make no very fhining 
Figure in the Annals of Britaiz. Our heavy Impofts upon 
Sugars have been fo many bitter Pills to the induftrious 
Planters, however /zweet they may have been to our Jitter 
Enemies, or our politic Friends and Neighbours. And the 
new-projeCted Tax upon Signs is a brewd Sign of fomething 
I will not name, and looks very much like running our 
Heads againft a-Pof. 


There are feveral Refources, that deferve the Confidera- 
tion of your Pen, which have not yet been properly dif- 
cu&'d : Several Articles of Luxury and Pleafure, fuch as 
Playboufes, Operas, Ridottos, Bagnios, Vaux-Hall, Rane- 
lach, Old Batchelrs, Kept-Miftreffes, Running - Horfes, 
Hunters, and Packs of Dogs, not to mention fome other 
Dogs, who are devouring the Public and doing nothing for 
i's Support. I am not ignorant, that much may be, and 
has been, faid on thefe Topics in their Favour; as they 
promote Induffry, and fupport great Numbers of extraor- 
dinary Perfons, who are either too lazy or too proud to be 
wleful to themfelves or the Community, and have no other 
Way to fupport their prefent Rank and Figure in the polite 
World: Therefore thefe Articles muft be allowed, as pri- 
vate Vices to be public Benefits. 

But there is one Article, that I think has efcaped all our 
Proje€tors for Ways and Means, and even the Obfervation 
of your Hundred Eyes, and yet may not be unworthy of 
the public Confideration. 


We live, as I take it, in a Chriftian Country, and, if 
I miftake not, every Article of Chriftian Duty is explain’d 
and enjoin’d by tie Laws of the Realm; and therefore I 
humbly hope I fhall not be thought impertinent or un- 
mannerly, if, under the Proteétion of thofe Laws, I can 
Propofe a Method for raifing a confiderable Sum for the 
‘etvice of the Public, without the leaft Appearance of 
lardfhip or Oppreffion to any ‘ingle Perfon, becaufe every 
Perfon fhall be at his own Option whether he will pay it 
‘not, without being molefted or cenfured. 


Some Sort of public Worfbip has been always confidered, 
4 neceflary Part of Religion, in all civilized Countries, 
" has at leaft been thought fo formerly ; and when our 





pious Anceftors undertook the great Bufinefs of Reforma- 
tion, by rejecting the Errors and Superttitions of the Church 
of Rome, (where it is ftill praGtifed) I do not find that this 
was rejected or cenfured among the reft : On the contrary, 
we find it enjoined and commanded, under fevere Penalties, 
by feveral A&ts of Parliament ftill in Force. 


In the sth Ed. VI. we find an 44 of Uniformity; the 
Preamble of which is very plain and remarkable, from 
which I fhall tranicribe a few Lines to our preftnt Purpofe : 
Whereas there hath been'a very godly Order fet forth by the 
Authority of Parliament, for Common. Prayer and Adminiflra- 
tion of the Sacraments, &c. and yet this notewithfanding, a 
great Number of People in divers Parts of this Realm, fol 
lowing their own Senfuality, and living either without Know- 
ledge or due Fear of God,. do wilfully and damnably before 
Almighty God, abjain and refuse to come to their Pari/h 
Churches, &c. for Reformation thereof be it enafed, &c. 
The fame is enjoyn'd 1 E/iz. with a Penalty of 20/. for 
a Month's Abfence from Church from every Perfon above 
16. In 3 Car I. an A& was pafled for Reformation of the 
Abufes of the Lord’s Day, commonly called Sunday; the 
Preamble of which is very remarkable: Fora/much as the 
Lord's Day, commonly called Sunday, is much broken and 
prophaned by Carriers, Waggoners, Carters, Wainmen, 
Butchers, and Drivers of Cattle, to the great Difbonour of 
God, and Reproach of Religion. It plainly appears, by the 
Letter of this Aét, that none but fuch dirty Sinners had 
Impudence enough to be guilty of fuch Prophanenefs ; un- 
lefs you will prefume to fay, that the whole was a political 
Contrivance to keep thofe poor Drudges at home, that fo 
the high Roads and Houfes of Entertainment might be at 
Liberty for the Reception of their Betters ; which it would 
be a Crime next to Scan. Mag. even to imagine. 


Upon the whole, I think it is plain that the public Wor- 
Jip of God is a Part of the Religion of the State, to which 
every good Subject is in Duty bound to conform. Now to 
the Point: Be pleafed, good Sir, the next Sanday to difpofe 
of your Hundred Eyes, fo as to poft one at every Avenue 
that leads to and from this great City, on the Extremities 
of the Bills of Mortality, and when you have called them 
home again, reflect what a fine weekly Subfidy might be 


“raifed without Mortgage, Loan, or Lottery, by an eafy 


Tax upon all idle Frequenters of the Road, in Coaches, 
Chairs, and on Horfeback, betwixt the Hours of Fight 
in the Morning and Six in the Evening in Winter, and 
betwixt Six in the Morning and Eight in the Evening in 
Summer. Iam not learned enough in the Forms of the 
Hou/fe to give you the Heads of a Bill, but I know enough 
that are, and can fo frame it as to extend to all the Turn- 
pikes and public Roads in South-Britain ; for as to ovr pure 
Friends in the North, I doubt they have too much Regard 
for that Holy-Day, to give us any Hopes that fuch a Law 
would be of any Ufe to the Public. I only propofe, that 
fuch Tax fhall be levied upon all fuch Perfons, and in fuch 
Manner and Proportion, as the Wifdom of Parliament 
fhall fee fit: Excepting, fuch Perfons as fhall be employed 
in the Service of the Court or Public, particularly bis Ma- 
Jefty’s Meffengers ; the ordinary Pofls, or extraordinary Ex- 
preffes on Emergencies of Affairs; all Phyficians, Surgeons and 
Midwives, or fuch as are Jent to call or fetch them in the 
Bufine/s of their refpedtiwe Profeffions ; (Lawyers, and all 





other Butchers, (except Apothecaries) excepted out of this 
Exception ;) al/ Parfons avho chu/e to live in Town all the 
Week, and make a friendly Vifit to their Flocks for their Sun- 
day’s Dinner ; and all fuch as are obliged by the Advice of 
their Phyficians, to ride abroad every Day for the Beneft of 
their Heakh. 

The chiefeft Objeftion againft fuch a Bill will probably 
arife from the honeft Commiflioners of Turnpikes, if the 
Toll of this Day fhould be put under any other Infpection 
than their own ; as it will not a little diminifh their Perqui 
fites, which they will not fail to reprefent as Innovations on 
Funds already appropriated: But this Objeétion is eafily 
anfwered, as ‘tis notorious that the Produce of the Toll for 
the other Six Days in the-Week, if honeftly applied, will 
be more than fuflicient to anfwer the Purpols of the Acts 
of Parliament for repairing the Roads; but if they thould 
fall fhort, we all know that a Bill for making good Defi- 
ciences, may pa/i on Occafion without any great Difficulty, 
with the Affittance of a few Clerk-M*"b*"1s properdy ap- 
priz'd. 

To thofe who imagine, that fuch a Law would amount 
to a kind of Prohibition of frequenting the Roads on a 
Sunday, and would therefore bring but little Profit, I fay, 
that as we are a People very fond of Liberty and impatient 
of Reftraint, it will, from the glorious Perverfenels of an 
Englifoman, raife a very confiderable Fund ; efpecially, if 
it be but whifper’d about, by way of Secret, that the Tax 
is only calculated to compel People to {pend the Sabbath in 
Exercifes of Devotion at Church and at Home; for rather 
than go to Heaven by Compulfion, we fhould make but 
very little Scruple of paying the ‘Tax, and drive away 
gee ho to the oppofite Place ; and take perhaps as much Plea- 
fure in breaking through the imagin’d Reftraint, as our fine 
Gentlemen do in drinking {mugyled French Wines, or our 
finer Ladies in wearing prohibited Silks and Laces, for the 
Bencfit of their dear Country, and in Honour of the French 
King, who is every Day approaching nearer and nearer to 
us, to thank us for dillinguishing fo well between his Coun- 
try and our own, 

Is there who doubts, that the Reafon why the Roads 
are fo crowded, and the Churches fo thin of a Sunday, is 
owing to the glorious Impulfe every Eng/iiman has to refilt 
againtt the Laws of his Country? I have Reafon to believe 
if the Laws of Edward and Elizabeth, were not only re- 
pealed but reveried too, fo as to make it penal upon every 
Perfon who fhould go to Church of a Sunday, the I flect of 
it would be, that another A&t for building 50 new Churches 
more in and about this City would foon become neceffary, 
and that each of them would be filled with fuch a comfort. 
able Congregation as a Bifhop would not difdain to preach 
before ; while the poor Roads would become unfrequented 
by all kind of Perfons, except here and there a folitary 
Curate, kicking along his Palfrey, under the Extent of his 
Beaver, to and from his Cure; while his great Reétor 
{nor’d at Home in his E!bow-Chair, for the Honour of the 
Church and the Chriflian Religion. 

Anotber Confideration is, that every Man has a natural 
Ambition to be thought rich, as rich at leaft as his Neig 
bours and if, after the paffing fuch a Bill, any Man, 
nent Merchant or Trader, who was ufed to make his 
day's Progrefs, fhould chufe to flay at Home, it woul 
no {mall Imputation upon his Credit, as if he was not

They won ¢ |. and robbed him of hus Purfe 
in which was 15 1. whereupon he alarmed the Houfe, and 
had the five Fellows feized by a Conitable, and carried 
before the Mayor, to whom on !’xamunation they did not 
give a fatisfa€tory Account of themiclves, and being fearch’d 
feveral Letters tor the Pretender and his Adherents in 
France, from fome Perfons in Scot!.nd, and divers other 
treafonable Papers were found upon them, and the Picture 
of the Pretender in their Watches; upon which they were 
fecur’d, and an Exprefs fent to London : On Saturday Night 
four Meffengers were fent down thither to bring them to 
Town, where they are fince arrived; ana they are fup- 
pos'd to belong to thofe Perfons in the Cultody of Mr Car- 
rington as above, and not to Lord Elcho, who is not taken 
as was reported in fome of the Daily Papers. 

A few days ago was married at Lyme in Chefhire, Ro- 
g°r Bradthaigh, fq; to Mifs Ann Penelope Leigh Egerton, 
only Daughter and Heirefs of the late Francis Egerton, 
K:fq; of the fame County; an agreeable young Lady, 
with a Fortune of 50,cool. 

On Monday latt died at Dedham in Effex the Lady of 
Jofeph Eyres, Efg; whofe Death, "tis thought, was occa- 
fioned by inadvertently {wallowing a Pin fome ‘Time before. 

Laft Tuefday died, at his Houfe at the Hermitage, Mr. 
M‘Kattie, a Gentleman of good Fortune, and general Ac- 
quaintance, who raifed the Wharf, which bears his Name, 
near the Hermitage, to the great Reputation it is now in 
for the Scotch Trade. 

Monday Morning died at Lambeth Mr. Foxley, a young 
Gentleman belonging to the Law, occafioned by the 
Wounds he received from fome Footpads in Batterfea Ficids 
on Saturday Night laft, who robbed him of his Watch and 
Money. . 

On the 22d of January was buried at Carlifle, Mrs Sa- 
rah Railton, of Newbiggen, aged 97, Mother, Grand- 
mother and Great Grandmother to near 100 Children, 
many of whom attended the Funeral.

Laft Sunday the Body of a young Woman, well drefs'd, 
was taken out of the Saasnins River, Iflington, and was 
afterwards carried into the Church-yard in order to be 
owned. 

One Day laft Week Mr. Ainfworth, a Grazier, near 
Cottcnburgh, Cambridgefhire, was by fome Accident flung 
off his Horfe, and kill’d on the Spot. 

Lait Week a Fire broke out at Billinghurft, in Suffex, 
which burnt three Houfes to the Ground, befides Outhoufes 
and Granaries, before it was extinguifhed. 

On Wednefday Night, about 11 0’Clock, the Conftables 
of St. Martin's, St. Paul’s Covent-Garden, &c. affilted by 
a Party of Soldiers, by Virtue of a Search Warrant, went 
to the new Gaming-Houfe, late a Tavern, in the Strand, 
where they fecured upwards of 30 Perfons, difterently em- 
ployed in unlawful Gaming, and conduéted them in great 
Order, two and two, to Clerkenwell Bridewell ; where, 
it is hoped, they will not only meet with Reward for their 
Labour, but Labour for their Reward.—The many excel- 
lent Laws already made to extirpate thofe Nefts of Vil- 
lains, have hitherto, by fome Evations, proved ineffectual ; 
but we prefume the above Meafures, impartially purfued, 
will very foon totally eradicate thofe Nurferies for Ban- 
kroptcy, the Highway, and the Gallows. 

‘Tuefday an odd Match was run in Hyde-Park, for a con- 
fiderable Sum of Moncey, from the Gate by St. Georg.’s 
Hofpital to that at Kenlingeen, between a Man who runa 
Coach-Whecl, againft two Men who each drove a Hoop, 
when the latter won by Half a Minute.

and fome Money, from Port l’Orient, bound to the Ifland 
of Bourbon ; fhe came out of Port l'Orient with two other 
Faft-India Ships with whom fhe parted in a hard Gale of 
Wind a few Days before, fo that it’s hoped they will Pal} 
into the Poffeffion of fome other Men of War belonging w 
that Squadron. ‘ y 

There is an Account from St. Kitt’s, that 18 of the. 
French Fleet efcaped Admiral Hawke were taken by their 
Privateers who carried them into that Ifland; and ‘thee 
eighty-two of the faid Fleet had got into Martinico;. but 
they were in great Hopes that feveral of thofe bound to §¢, 
Domingo will meet with fome of our Men of War on the 
Jamaica Station. 

We have an Account from Lifbon, that a Portuguefe 
Man of War of 70 Guns, Convoy to the Rio de Janierio 
Fleet, was unfortunately burnt at Sea. 

We have alfo an Account that the greateft Part of the 
Goods of the Tryng Gally, Dornford, that was loft at Lif. 
bon, will be faved.

FOREIGN AFFATIRS. 


LOW COUNTRIES. 

Hatue, Fan 28.0.8. We hear that the Jaft Courier 
which arrived here from Vienna, brought Pafiports from 
the [imperial Court for the Minifters of France, Spain, Ge- 
noa and Modena, who are to affiit at the Congrefs of Aix 
la Chapelle. The Count de St. Severn will be there from 
the Court of France, the Duke de Soto-Mayer from that 
of Spain, the Marquis Doria for the Republic of Genoa, 
and the Marquis de Monfone for the Duke of Modena. 
The Plenipotentiaries of the Kings of England and Sardinia 
are preparing to fet out as foon as they have an Account of 
the others leaving Paris. 

FRANCE. 

Paris, Fan 25, O.S8. %t is not eafy to fay whether 
we continue with greater Diligence, our Preparations for 
War or Peace. With refpeét to the former, his Majefty fill 
propofes to Command the next Campaign in Peron; to 
be early in the Field, to have a more numerous Army than 
the laft Year, and a much larger Train of Artillery ; in 
order to give the greater Appearance of Truth to this, @ 
Line of Battle is handed about in Writing, by which it 
fhould feem that this Army would confift of three hundred 
and fifty Battallions, and three hundred feventy-three Squa- 
drons, exclufive of Irregulars and new raifed Reginents. 

SWEDEN. 

Stockholm, fan. 15, O.S8. The lat Advices from Car 
relicroon import, that they are employ’d Day and Night, 
in order to fit out a powerful Squadron of Men of Wat 
againft the Spring. It’s faid, that this Squadron will con- 
lut of 22 Ships of the Line, and is to be Vidtualled for fix 
Months. This Fleet is probably intended for the Service 
of France. 

Several Expreffes have been difpatched to the Generals 
and Governors of the ref{pective Provinces of the Kingdom, 
with Orders to have the Troops that are quartered there 
ready to march, in Cafe it fhould be neceflary. 

; RUSSTA. 

Peterfourch, Fan.1, OS. The Treaty concluded lat 
Year with his Britannick Majefty, and which was only @ 
continue one Year, has not only been renewed, but has been 
wmplifyd.
